Washington, Ap ril 11 (JP)— T h e 
p ost office dep artment—a stick­ 
ler for geograp hical accuracy — 
faces the p rosp ect of rip p ing up 
its $20,000 foy er floor or ignoring 
what’s been hap p ening abroad. 
Here’s the trouble: 
Centerp iece of the dep artmen­ 
tal building—One of the costliest 
in the cap ital—is a huge floor 
map of the world, built out of 
colored stone and set smack in 
the entrance. 
It’s the first thing a v isitor sees 
—the blue, green, y ellow and 
p ink countries, all outlined in ex ­ 
p ensiv e granite with bronze edg­ 
ings. 
When the structure was built 
a few y ears ago, things were 
quiet in the old world. Italy ’s 
Ethiop ian 
camp aign 
hadn’t 
started. Austria, Albania and 
Czechoslov akia still were inde­ 
p endent states. 
Dev elop ments hav e p rov ed em­ 
barrassing to the building guards 
—the men who sit by the map 
and hav e to answer the questions 
of sightseers. 
“Gosh,” sighed the morning 
watch man, “y ou’re about the 
fiftieth one today who’s 
said 
something about the map . Heck, 
we can’t do any thing about it/’ 
Peop le 
sp ring 
all 
sorts of 
home-made wisecracks. 
They want to know the name 
of th at “strange green country 
called Austria”. .. “How th at y el­ 
low strip called Czechoslov akia 
got included in the world.” 
The remarks th at make the 
guards flinch, howev er, are the 
ones like: 
“Ev ery one’s 
admitted 
Ger­ 
many ’s absorp tion of Austria ex ­ 
cep t Postmaster General Farley .” 
Officials hav e unofficially dis­ 
cussed the p roblem* but no solu­ 
tion is in sight. They are afraid 
to order alterations, because an ­ 
other country might go before 
the new cement is dry . 
“I sup p ose, said one, “we’ll just 
hav e to let the p eop le’s feet wear 
out the boundary lines.”

Ap ril Storms Do 
Damage In State 


B y the Asso cia ted Press 
Death of one man and critical 
injury of another were blamed 
today on a sev ere Ap ril thunder­ 
storm 
which 
brought 
cooler 
weather to Indiana. 
Rain, lightning and wind swep t 
ov er the state late y esterday , 
drop p ing temp eratures as much 
as 20 degrees in two hours in 
some p laces. 
An automobile skidded on wet 
p av ement and hit a utility p ole 
near Valp araiso. John Cunning­ 
ham, 36, of Gary was killed. Rob­ 
ert Francis, 32, also of Gary , hurt 
slightly , was held for a coroner’s 
inquest. 
A high wind blew an automo­ 
bile into the p ath of a truck near 
West Baden and Frederick C. 
White, Brookly n, N. Y., salesman 
driv ing the car, was injured se­ 
riously . 
The truck rolled ov er a 35-foot 
bank but the truck driv er es­ 
cap ed injury . 
A p ossibility of snow in the 
ex treme northern end of the 
state was seen by the weather 
bureau today . 
Cooler weather throughout the 
state and rain in the central and 
southern sections also were fore­ 
cast. 
Yesterday ’s rain was heav iest 
in the north. Warsaw rep orted 
1.29 inches. 


Highlights in the history of 
Scouting were giv en in a cap ti­ 
v ating m anner by H. L. Chap ­ 
man, of Hatterson Field, Fair­ 
field, Ohio, in an address before 
a joint meeting of Kiwanis, Ror 
tary , and Boy Scout ex ecutiv es at 
the Lollis hotel Tuesday noon. 
Mr. Chap man was one of the 
six teen original members of a 
boy s’ club organized in England 
by General Sir Robert Baden- 
Powell. From this mov ement the 
Boy Scout idea has encircled the 
globe. 
The idea of Scouting had its 
incep tion during the Boer war 
when General Baden-Powell had 
his headquarters in the town of 
Mafeking, South 
Africa. 
The 
British general, foreseeing the 
harmful effects of the siege on 
the y oung p eop le in th at town, 
organized the boy s and gav e 
them jobs to take their minds off 
the war. 
Following the war, Baden- 
Powell had his residence in Eng­ 
land and was known as the 
Squire, or Lord of the Manor, a 
surv iv al of a rem nant of feudal­ 
ism. The Squire’s word was law 
in the community , and when the 
boy s of the community receiv ed 
notice to meet Baden-Powell in 
the v illage hall they sup p osed 
the object was retribution for 
some of their p ranks. 
At the close of a talk which 
held the y oungsters sp ell-bound, 
in which the General told of his 
ex p eriences in Africa and in oth­ 
er strange p laces, six teen boy s 
agreed to become members of a 
boy s’ elub. The club met each 
night and on week ends, their 
leader 
teaching 
them 
many 
things which they wanted to 
know.

Contractor Plans 
To Start Work On 
Bridge This Week 


Shelby v ille, Ind., Ap ril 11 — 
Robert H. King, of Danv ille, con­ 
tractor who was the successful 
bidder, in comp etition with eight 
others, on the contract for con­ 
struction of a new bridge ov er 
Blue riv er on U. S. Road No. 52, 
eight-tenths of a mile west of 
Morristown, will begin work on 
the p roject this week if weather 
conditions are fav orable, it was 
learned y esterday from the State 
Highway Commission. 
A run-around bridge will be 
constructed, state highway au­ 
thorities said, and because of 
litigation ov er the amount of 
damages to be p aid by the state 
for the flooding of land that is 
ex p ected to be caused by the 
building of the temp orary bridge 
ov er an island in the stream, 
bond has been filed with the 
county clerk by the state, p end­ 
ing final settlement of the con­ 
demnation case. 
J. Harv ey Snider, of Fountain? 
town, is the owner of the land in 
question and the defendant in 
the condemnation action. Ap ­ 
p raisers ap p ointed by the court 
fix ed the amount of damages at 
$750, but attorney s for the high­ 
way 
commission 
called 
that 
amount “unreasonable.” 
King’s bid on the bridge p roj­ 
ect was $68 ,460.18 , lowest of the 
bids submitted. 
The contract 
calls for comp letion of the bridge 
by Sep tember 15, 1939. 
Heretofore too narrow to p er­ 
m it p assage of trucks going in 
op p osite 
directions, 
the 
new 
structure will hav e a roadway 28 
feet wide, with a sidewalk on 
each side. The bridge will be 139 
feet long, and will hav e four 
sp ans. The bridge wiU be a con­ 
tinuous steel beam structure, 
with a concrete floor and hand­ 
rails, two concrete abutments 
and three concrete p iers. The 
roadway of the p resent structure, 
which has been the scene of 
many accidents in the p ast, is 
only 16 feet wide. 


Washington, Ap ril 11 (/P) — 
Chief 
Justice 
Charles 
Ev ans 
Hughes said today on his 77th 
birthday anniv ersary that he ex ­ 
p ects to continue his work as 
p residing officer of the Sup reme 
Court. 
He 
made 
the 
statement 
through his secretary , adding 
that he was hap p y to be able to 
resume his duties after an a H t 
nr 
tack of grip p e. 
The chief justice, who has p re­ 
sided ov er the court during one 
of the most turbulent p eriods in 
its history , became ill March 4 
after addressing a joint session 
of congress on the 150th anni­ 
v ersary of its first meeting. 
He ex p ects to return to the 
bench when the court reassem­ 
bles nex t Monday after a two- 
week recess. 
This was the first time he had 
missed a day from work because 
of illness since his ap p ointment 
by President Hoov er in 1930 to 
succeed Chief Justice Wililam 
Howard Taft. 
Mr. Hughes has not dissented 
once during the p resent term or 
the 19 37-38 term. This means 
that he was on the winning side 
in ev ery case decided. Among

the major decisions which he 
wrote this winter was one hold­ 
ing that the sit-down strike is 
illegal and that an emp loy er 
does not hav e to reinstate em­ 
p loy es who engage in such ac­ 
tion.

Chicago, Ap ril 11 (JP)—Six p er­ 
sons burned to death today in an 
ap artm ent house fire which p o­ 
lice said a Negro janitor admit­ 
ted starting to av enge a fancied 
wrong at the hands of the build­ 
ing owner. 
A man, a woman and four 
children, all Negroes, were the 
v ictims of the blaze in a three- 
story stone building on the south 
side. So charred were the bodies 
that identification was slow. 
A fireman and eight others 
were injured and six other dwell­ 
ers were carried down ladders to 
safety . 
The janitor, William Warden, 
21, was seized at a hosp ital where 
p olice said he was telling of the 
“rescues” he had made. Assistant 
Corp oration Counsel Earl Downs 
said Warren admitted the firing.

p act. 
The rep orts of a p ossible can­ 
cellation because of Europ ean 
unrest of the v isit p lanned for 
the king and queen could not be 
borne out in official quarters. So 
far as could be ascertained, p lans 
hav e been going ahead for the 
v isit, which is to begin nex t 
month. 
Iv an Maisky , Sov iet ambassa­ 
dor, v isited the foreign office 
this morning for a conference 
with Foreign Secretary Viscount 
Halifax . 
It was rep orted reliably he had 
ex p ressed the Sov iet v iew th at 
the British-Polish m utual 
aid 
p act was not enough to stop the 
ax is p owers, and to hav e dis­ 
cussed the p ossibility of a wide 
agreement which would include 
Rumania, Turkey , Greece and 
Bulgaria. 
The dip lomatic activ ity coin­ 
cided with concentration of the 
British 
M editerranean 
fleet, 
which was mustered hastily from 
scattered p orts and steamed to­ 
ward a rendezv ous said by the 
admiralty in London to be Malta 
in a show of p ower ap p arently 
intended to reassure the Balkans 
against an aggresiv e Rome-Ber­ 
lin mov es. 
Admiralty officials denied th at 
any British ship s were near the 
Greek island of Corfu, off the Al­ 
banian coast, or in any other 
Greek waters. They said, how­ 
ev er, th at the 
M editerranean 
fleet was concentrating a t Malta, 
the closest British nav al base to 
Corfu, Chamberlain was said to 
hav e warned Italy y esterday th at 
seizure of Corfu would be a cause 
for war. 
_ 
In informed quarters some 
sup p ort was giv en to rep orts of 
unusual activ ity along the Pol­ 
ish-German frontier and of in­ 
creased Italian troop concentra­ 
tions along the Albania-Greek 
border. 
^ 
British officials did not con­ 
ceal their anx iety ov er failure of 
Italy and Germany to remov e 
their troop s and technical ex ­ 
p erts from Sp ain. Marshal Henri 
Philip p e Petain, French ambas­ 
sador to Sp ain, arriv ed in Paris 
for a conference with the foreign 
office and it was understood he 
made the trip on his own initia­ 
tiv e. 
' 
Rep orts th at Rumania had 
told Britain she now was p re­ 
p ared to sign a m utual defense 
p act were denied in both British 
and Rumanian official quart­ 
ers. It was admitted in both p lac­ 
es, howev er, th at such an agree­ 
m ent might be reached shortly . 
Rep orts th at Premier Mussoli­ 
ni had sent a p ersonal message 
to Chamberlain assuring him 
th at Italy had no aggressiv e in­ 
tentions toward Greece lacked 
confirmation a t both the foreign 
office and the p remier’s office. 
The foreign office drafted for 
Chamberlain a declaration 
of 
p rotection for Greece and Tur­ 
key as an afterm ath of Italian 
seizure of Albania. 
The tension th a t has seized 
Europ e was sy mbolized in two 
other widely sep arated quarters 
—the Netherlands and Britain’s 
v ital M editerranean base, the Is­ 
land of Malta.

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THEN WHAT? 
There is a great deal of “stop Hitler” talk in 
the United States and considerable criticism of 
Messrs. Daladier and Chamberlain becau se they 
hav e not stop p ed him. There is, of cou rse, mu ch 
reason for this. Americans as a ru le do not lik e 
Hitler’s methods, nor his theory of gov ernment. 
We hav e u su ally been a p eop le av erse to the an­ 
nex ation of territory by force. Perhap s this is 
in p art du e to the fact that we hav e fou nd little 
ex cu se for this ou rselv es and hav e not often 
indu lged in it. 
Many of ou r older citizens can still remember 
the wav es of indignation which swep t ov er the 
cou ntry when Great Britain hop p ed on to the 
Sou th African Rep u blic and figu rativ ely redu ced 
it to ashes. There were all k inds of ex p ressions 
of sy mp athy for the lu ck less Boers and John Bu ll 
was accu sed of being a rank imp erialist. Then 
again when the United States defeated Sp ain 
and took ov er the Philip p ines there was mu ch 
op p osition to the mov e here and anti-imp erialism 
was a national camp aign slogan. 
America, too, being conv inced of the ju stice of 
free thou ght and free sp eech cannot u nderstand 
the totalitarian ideas along this line. 
Bu t those who hav e tried to look below the 
su rface of the situ ation see that the “stop Hitler” 
mov ement is only p art of the game. When he is 
stop p ed, and there are few who do not think that 
he will be stop p ed sooner or later — then what? 
If Hitler is ov erthrown some sort of stru ctu re 
will hav e to be bu ilt on the fou ndations which 
remain standing. 
If there is to be another World War, ending in 
the collap se of the totalitarian regimes, then what 
will become of the p ieces? Are there to be more 
imp erialistic scrambles among the v ictoriou s Eu ­ 
rop ean p owers as was the case du ring the draw­ 
ing u p of the Versailles treaty ? If this is to be 
the case then we will only be lay ing the fou nda­ 
tions for fu tu re Mu ssolinis and Hitlers. For it is 
generally agreed by historians of all nationali­ 
ties that if the treaty mak ers had shown better 
ju dgment at Versailles, many of the chills which 
the world is now ex p eriencing might hav e been 
av oided. Instead of Hitlers and Mu ssolinis de­ 
manding sp oils in the name of rev enge for p ast 


mistreatment of their cou ntries, we might hav e 
a p eacefu l and more or less p rosp erou s world in 
which ev ery body wou ld be try ing to bring abou t 
a better fu tu re. 
Bu t there is another p ossibility which is ev en 
worse in contemp lation than another Versailles 
congress in the fu tu re. Another world war might 
easily bring abou t the collap se of modern soci­ 
ety . Ov er in Eastern Eu rop e, Mr. Stalin is look ­ 
ing on the p light of the western world with op en 
amu sement. A fight to a finish between fascism 
on one hand and democracy on the other wou ld 
not distu rb him greatly . He ex p ects that su ch a 
calamity wou ld be followed by a general p ros­ 
tration which might easily enable commu nism to 
conq u er the world nex t time. 
Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. Daladier well realize 
this. So do Hitler and Mu ssolini. And that dou bt­ 
less accou nts for the willingness of the two dic­ 
tators to tak e su ch long chances. They k now 
that the p remiers of England and France re­ 
alize that another war may bring abou t world­ 
wide bolshev ism. 
So while we are demanding the ov erthrow of 
the totalitarian gov ernments it might be well to 
giv e a few thou ghts in adv ance as to what ou ght 
to be done nex t. 


EDUCATIONAL BALANCE 
School au thorities of Newark , N. J., hav e u nder 
consideration a p lan for the measu rement of each 
p u p il’s p hy sical p owers as well as his mental 
cap acity . The P. F. I. (p hy sical fitness index ) 
thu s wou ld be considered along with the I. Q. 
(intelligence q u otient). 
And why not? A sou nd mind in a sou nd body 
is ju st as worthy an objectiv e today as it was in 
aneient times when the Greek s went in for p rop ­ 
er balance of all hu man traits and ap titu des. 
It does little good to dev elop an indiv idu al’s 
mentality only to find him failing in life becau se 
of av oidable p hy sical ailments. 
If the Newrark p lan did nothing bu t encou rage 
mass sp orts and a more general p articip ation in 
p hy sical ex ercise, it wou ld be of definite aid in 
the dev elop ment of sou nd citizenship , which, aft­ 
er all, is or shou ld be the dominant aim of p u b­ 
lic edu cation.

fo re the weekly cabinet meeting 
was scheduled to start and had 
a lo ng talk with Chamberlain. 
Chamberlain, try ing to keep 
Britain calm in a jittery Euro ­ 
pean situatio n, was co nfro nted 
with the delicate task o f ex plain­ 
ing 
the 
“ man-the-g uns” 
a n­ 
no uncement as well as the hur­ 
ried denial and tardy suppres­ 
sio n which fo llo wed it. 
The po ssibility o f pro mpt res­ 
ig natio n by Stanho pe was keenly 
discussed in po litical circles. 
It was understo o d Chamber- 
lain to o k an especially g rav e v iew 
o f po ssible repercussio ns fro m 
Stanho pe’s speech and so ug ht 
the adv ice o f cabinet co lleag ues 
o n the questio n o f inv iting the 
admiralty lo rd to quit the v ital 
defense po st he assumed Octo ber 
27 . 
The minister’s speech was re­ 
po rted in so me Lo ndo n newspa­ 
pers and the tex t was carried by 
the British bro adcasting co rpo r­ 
atio n in its sho rt-wav e news 
bro adcast to the British empire 
befo re the admiralty ’s suppres­ 
sio n co uld be effected. 
It was o mitted, ho wev er, fro m 
subsequent bro adcasts but no 
co ntradictio n o f the admiralty 
lo rd’s remarks was put o n the 
air.

The almo st unprecedented ac­ 
tio n o f the admiralty in sup­ 
pressing Stanho pe’s Po rtsmo uth 
speech and o f the prime minis­ 
ter’s o ffice in deny ing it, left no 
do ubt that the g o v ernment was 
g reatly co ncerned o v er the po s­ 
sible co nsequences o f his wo rds: 
“ . . . It became necessary to 
g iv e o rders to man anti-aircraft 
g uns o f the fleet so as to be ready 
fo r any thing that mig ht hap­ 
pen.” 
Co mment was so o n fo rthco m­ 
ing fro m Berlin. The no o nday 
newspaper Zeitung Am Mittag , 
captio ned its fro nt pag e edito ri­ 
al: “ Mars Inhabitants No w Be­ 
fo re Eng land.”

Indianapolis, April 10 (A*)—Ov ­ 
erprodu ction of milk in Indiana 
may bring 1-cent-a-q u art price 
cu ts in most of the state, it was 
learned today from u su ally reli­ 
able sou rces. 
C. 
W. Hu mrick hou se, ex ecu tiv e 
secretary of the State Milk Con­ 
trol Board, declined com m ent on 
this report, bu t said Indiana 
produ ction generally is 
abou t 
12i/2 per cent ahead of last y ear. 
Hu mrick hou se said, “and the fig­ 
u res for 1939 thu s far indicate a 
large accu m u lation of milk su r­ 
plu ses.” 
He cited as an ex ample the sit­ 
u ation in the Indianapolis m ar­ 
k eting area in which 12,4 05,332 
pou nds of milk were deliv ered in 
Febru ary of 1938. Febru ary , 1939, 
saw the figu re am ou nt to 13,95 5 ,- 
27 7 pou nds. 
The 121/2 per cent increase is 
similar to the other m ajor Indi­ 
ana m ark ets, he said. 
The flu id milk ov erprodu ction 
has been accompanied by a sharp 
decline in the bu tter fat price, a 
m ajor factor in determ ining the 


price ev entually paid by the co n­ 
sumer.
